the Council of the League this month and
that it wns belteved that Germany would
be admitted, providing good faith was
evinced in the reparations ease, which
reaches n particularly acute stnge today.

Skepties upon the general theme of inter-
national fraternity may be Inclined to point
out that the question of recognizing Ger-
many in the League s less Important today
than it wans three vears ago, when the or-

BULL' ANDREWS, POLITICIAN
An Incldent In HMis Career In New
Mexico—A Leaf From the
Past of Low Prices

By GEORGE NOX McCAIN

ILLIAM H. ANDREWS' name s
almost a teaditlon to the present

generation of political workers,

menn the younger generatlon who have
taken thelr place in tim Repuublican ranks
within the Inst twenty yoars,

And yet, outside Henator M. 8. Quay

Willlam H, Andrews, Htate Senator and
poiitician, was, beyond doubt, the most dars
Ing, resourceful and utterly unscrupulous
leader that Pennaylvania ever had. '
1le influenced the political destinles of twe
Btates,
He mnde his name In Pennsylvania, and
his fortune, and lost it, too, in New Mexico.
He was one of three brothers, each of
whom wag born In an atmosphere of politics
—and.dled in jt,

Wesley Andrews was the older brother.

He was n most efficient secretary to Senator
I’enrose for years, nnd was once chairman of
the State Committee,
Willimin H., or “Bull," was the second
brother. . Charlle, the,youngest one, n local
rnlllu-lnn in Mercer County, afterward a
otelkeeper in "Ditusville, was the first of the
three to die,

Charlie Andrews once told me that Bill
(W. H.) got his sobriquet of *'Bull'" because
of his natural disposition to smash right
through any ohstacle, no matter what the
result to himself,

——

R years before he left Pennsylvania In
L the Iate nineties to become a resident of
New Mexico Willlnm H, Andrews hud large
Intrrests in the lutter territory,

Ili-_rnganul in railrond construction. IHis
rincipal backer wae Frank Torrance, of
Yittsburgh, president of the Ntandard Manu-
facturing Company, makers of bathroom fix.
tures, and nn exceptionally fine man,

Former State Nenator Arthur Kennedy,
of DPittsburgh, was another Pennsylvanian
interested in his projects, ie withdrew
gradunlly luter on.

_Andrews purchased n number of mining
ciaims in the copper districts of Arizona and
of New Mexico. As n matter of fact, it was
not his ratlrond enterprige, but bis extensive
and unproductive mining-land holdings that
left 'l‘:lm embarrassed nt his death,

Willlam H. Audrews belonged to that class
of politicians who believed thyt facile prom.
isex to the people, backed up with sufficient
cash, would win any electlon.

His falth failed bim in the final analysis,

WAS In Santa Fe in the fall of 1004
when Andrews was a candidate for
delegate to Congress from New Mexico,

A son of former Representative John R.
Byrne, of Fayette County, candidate for the
Sennte in the recent primnry, was Andrews’
secretary and assistant compalgn manager.
Willian. H. Andrews always conducted his
own campaigns and along the same lines
on which he had managed Quay's fights back
in Pennsylvania.

I have before me ns I write a ten-by-
twelve folder used by Senntor Andrews in his
campaign of that year, which 1 carried from
his hendquariers at that time,

Its first page is adorned by 0 very excellent
portralt of Andrews,

The second pnge is blank. The third con-
tains the Republican platform of the Ter-
ritory of New Mexico, and the fourth page
has his letter of necceptance to the Notitien-
tion Committee of the LRepublican Terri-
terial Convention.

Ilis aceeptance of the nomInation was
short. It contained but seven pledges. I'hey
were loenl and related to territorial affuics.

In places, however, there eropped out mam-
ples of the old flamboyant political style

that made their puthor fumons back 1n
I’ennsylvania,
OIt instance, “‘Kvery measure for the

furtherance of the industries, the inter-
ests and the welfare of the peaple of New
Mexieo shall have in me a warm friend and,
indefatigable advoeate,”' wos one of Lis
pledges.

“1 will be ar the service of all of my con-
stituents, freespective of party  affiliation,
race, ereed or station,

“Towill ditigently refute all nttacks and
slanders upon the Territory and its people
and will proclaim npon every possible oe-
casion its pdvantages, attractions and re-
sources.'’

And then, with a trivmphant flutter. of
fags, with the old “Bull®™ Andrews wave
of u puidgy hand 1o the assembled crowd, as it
were, A flamboyant appeal to the mixed
pn|.ninlim of hts adopted land, he econ-
cludges :

“It is upon this brief declaration of prin.
ciples that 1T secl the support of the voters
of onr grand, historle aml glorions Common-
wealth: ™

Only it wasn't a Commonwealih,
n Territory.

“Bull** evidently forgot he was writing for
New Mexico instead of 'ennsyleania, where
the phraze would have npplied.

DR. ROSS V. PATTERSON
On the Scarcity of Physicians

HE scarcity of physicians, which was

brought home In an uncomfortable
wanner during the war, #till remains an
unsolved problem and one for the creation
of which the American public itself isx some-
what to blame, necording to Dr. Ross V.
Patterson, denn of Jefferson Medieal Col-
lege,
“*The conditions which led up to the
diminishing number of physicinng,""  suid
DUr. Patterson, *‘were apparent long before
the war and that great confilet simply ac-
centunted them. That this same condition
exists todday is shown by the faet that in
this respect things are not now in so sat-
isfuctory n state s before the war.

“Less thun twenly years ago no country
in the world had so many physicians in
proportion to 118 rnnumlmn an the United
Ntates, and we had ax many medienl sehools
ns nll the rest of the world together. High-
witer mark in thix respeet waon reached in
1004, when there were in the United Sintes
phout 1043 medieal sehools with more than
920,000 students attending them,

Numbers Were Cut in Half
“When this numerical situation is com-
pared with today it will be seen that both
the number of echools nnd the number of
students have been ent in half, and the drop

in the number of wmedieal students  has
slightly exeeeded one-hulf. Today, there
are  elghty-three or  cighty-four medigal

schools in the United States, and of these,
only sixty-elght ore thoroughly neceptable
In every way.

“This enormous fulling off has been eaused
by the very sudden wnd greatly advanced
requirements  for  medienl  study  Insisted
upon by the best medical colleges and by
the ulmost egqual advance in the matter of
licenses to practice medicine imposed by
the vnrious State medicnl boards,

“In 1904 there were ouly three or four
of the medieal colleges which professed to
demand onything from theiv stadents in the
matter of entrance requirements other than
i high sehool edueation and there were few
State medienl boards,  "Those boards which
were then in existence would aceept any-
thing in the way of a diploma from any
medienl college, no matter what its stand-
ing nmong the legitimate wmembers of the
profession, Now, at least two years' col-
leglnte edueation ts demnnded of the appli-
ennts for matriculntion at the best medienl
colleges. Of the 165 medical colleges in
existence in 1004, ninety-five have perished,
for many nnd various reasons,

The Making of a Physician

1 sometimes think of a medical ecollege
ke ours ns a grent manufacturing plant,
the produet of which every coununity
vitally needs.  On the one slde there {8 raw
materinl (the applieants for admission) in
excess of our faellities, und on the other
side 15 the demund for our finlshed produet
{the highly educated physician) which we
are tnnble to meet,

o Hlustrate how the raw material ex-
eepds our facliition for handling it, 1 may
sy that already T have more than 1000
applications for the first-year class for next
full. Al of these have had at lenst two
veurs of colleginte trainine, and many of
them hinve obtained college dogrees,  Out of
thisx number of appleants we shnll probably
be able to nceept about 150, The others
who desire to study medicine ot onee will
be obliged to go elsewhere,

“Now, wee how this situation enmpares
with the demand. In the State of Penn-
sylvanin fhere nre about 12,000 physieians,
Say that the avercee professionnl life of a
doctor in twenty-five yenes, npd this 1 be-
liove to be rather n Hberal estimate,  This
menns that these 12,000 physieins must be
replaced every rwenty-five yeurs, or an aver-
uge of SO0 n o year,

supply Far Below Demand

orhe medical schools of the Swre of
Pennsylvanin do not gradunte 500 students
o venr and thele geaduates ave by no means
kept at home,  The Inst geadunting olnsg u
Jefferson was seattered through thirty -seven
stites, and nhout the same proportion will
abtain ar to the other medical sehools, Al
ut thut, Pennsylvanla 18 one of the greatost
physicinn-supplying States of the country,

“Puking the entire country, there nre
about 100,000 practicing  physiciuns, and
neting on the same hypothesis ns to the

duration of professional life, this number
must be replieed by the medieal colleges
every twenty-five years, or ot the pate of
about 0GOO o year. Last yeur the wmedicnl

years ago today,

schivols of the eountry gradunted something

like 3500 students, This shows clearly, T
think, that the physiclank of the country
die, retire or become superannunted consid-
erably faster than they are belng supplied.

‘‘Another matter of which I want to spenk
in this connection {8 the vast host of
empirics which hns sprung up within_the
Inst-few yenrs nll over the country. They
represent many more or less illegitimnte
brancher of medicine and are usunlly per-
sons with no standard of preliminary edu-
eation, no training of any consequence and
no ideals, who have taken advantage of this
situation, introduced themselves into the
ficld?of medicine and claim all the honors
and the rights of the medical profession and
of the men who have conscientiously and
rigorously taken a severe and difficult course
of highly technical training.

Physicians Badly Needed

“The educnted physician hns many great
fields in which to practice, and thin is espe-
elully ‘the case in the rural districts. We
recently receiveldl at our college a letter
written from one of the smaller of the coun-
tles of Pennsylvania and signed by ibe
Justice of the ’eace, the forest ranger and
the taxidermist, axking us to send them a
physician who would become a resident of
their community and eetting forth their
grent need.

*“This  sitnation can be multiplied by
thousands all over the country in the rural
distriets, and it was recently reported
nﬂivlnlllv that more than seventy towns in
Muarsachusettn . aml forty-two incorporated
towns In Connectlcut were without physi-
cians of any kind.

= The Solution

“I am mnot sure that the best solution of
this dificulty, which, if it is not now con-
sidered formidable by the publle, might
caslly become ro, is added focilities for the
medical colleges, and T must not be under-
stood as vepresenting that all medical col-
leges nre in the position of ours in the num-
ber of applicants received ench year, which
we eannot take,

“The best solutlon as It seems to me
lies in the honds of the 1u|t‘n itself, and
that is to muke the meaical ||\’ fesslon more
nttractive to young men by better compen-
sition and Incrensed advantages for study.
In the matter of compensation, 1 am not
spenking of the kpecinlist who generally
gets all he Is worth, hat the general prac-
titloner, who, as n rule, is badly underpaid,
Immense demands are made upon his time,
skill and Inbor and the recompense is rarely
sufficient to make the medienl profession
nttractive to the young men who must be
our physlelans of tomorrow,

“Instances are nlso found where the
public M respongible in another way, Take
the ease of the medienl school of Bowdoin
College In Mnine, It was o school serving
n useful ‘lurmm‘. for 1t was educating the
country physleinns of its own Btate. When
the costs of medical edueation became wo
great that the college could no longer CATEY
the school, the Legisluture was appealed to
for un approprintion, It was granted, bnt
wias vetoed by the Governor, and ns the
people of Malne did not inskist upon it, the
school was closed, after 100 years of useful
work, The people of this Btate wers cer.
tainly short-sighted in putting out of busi-
nesy the plant which gave them their phy -
siciuns, which they could not hope to get
from the big citles,

If the publie wants {ts health interests
taken care of it must support the medien]
profession, the members of which have made
terrifie saerifices to establish and mnlutain
n high standard of medienl oducation; and
the same publie must not look so leniently
upon the fellow who wants to snenk in the
Luck door and sir down with the doctop, '
